YANKS JOIN THE 
FRENCH IN NEW I 
(»ttMPMiNED^ 

AlUei Strike Agaia oa Champagne' 
rreat— Hans Braeaate St Quen- 
tJn— Sofia IB State ef Siege. 

Paris, September SO— liVench and 
American troops began a Joint attack, 
this morning on the Champagne front 
and In the region beyond it on the 
east. 

The Franco-Amerienii attack on the 
Champagne front Is the first Allied 
thrust on that sector sime Marshal 
Foch asRumed the inillallve In July, 
and Is the logii al result of the Allied 
success in I'ienrdy In driving the Ger- 
mans back to the Hlndenburg line 
from Arras to Laon. 

A drive northward In Champagne 
threatens the communication lines in 
the rear of the Hlndenburg defense 
system, where the Qermans are strug- 
gling to keep the British and French 
from breaking through. While the 
length of the front of attack is not 
disclosed it is probable that It extends 
for a goodly part of the distance from 
Rhelms to Verdun and probably be- 
yond. 

Paris, September 26 — St. Quentin 
has been mined by the enemy and the 
olTlcers of the (ierman cominami have 
moved their beadriuarters out of the 
eily. wliieli has been stripped of its 
art works and treasures, according to 
disiinlihes from the front. 

Ceil. Debenoy, the French com- 
mander, and (len. Rawlinson, the 
British leader in the operations 
against St. Quentin, have advanced 
1.S00 yards (nearly a mile) In the last 
two days, and are within 1,000 yards 
of the city. 

Zurich. September 26 — A state of 
siege has been proclaimed in Sofia, 
according Information from reliable 
sources received here today. The In- 
habitants must remain Indoors, after 
9 p. m. 

The newspapers are calling to the 
people and the army to remain ealin 
and not lose conlldencc "at a inoiucnt 
when the country Is In supreme dan- 
ger."

Fo«d Admlnlitlntor Hack«U riaiinlns 
For the Sliriiiiiff of New Pledire 
C«rdl All Ovitr thp Statp.

Mr. SarkctI rcliiriird lo T.i>iiinvlllc 
yesterday rriini \\':isliitij;l(iii. deeply 
iinpreHninl with tlic> work lo lie done by 
the Koiid .Adniiiilstrnliiin diliiiiK llic 
next twelve iiuiiillis. lie Mhld the 
present military Bltuation called for 
Intensification of effort alone .ill lliie.< 
of food production and food savliif;. 
apd that the women of Kentucky 
would be expected again to bear no 
mean ehare of the burden before the 
country. 

"Fifty per cent, more food than was 
shipped to Kurope last year must be 
Vaved and shipped during the next 
twelve months." Mr. Sackett said. Fif- 
teen million tons of food. Instead of 
ten millions, must lie sent. Tliin makes 
necessary a larger proi-'raninie of sav- 
ing and a iiiiire intensive effort to- 
ward the elinilMaiion of all waste To 
Insure a perfect nnderslandinu of the 
task before ns the Pood Administra- 
tion win place a card of instruction 
In every home In Kentucky. 

"To organize the State for the dis- 
tribution of this cSrd requires the 
services of about twenty women who 
will be willing to 'devote two peeks' 
time to visiting the counties of the 
State and assisting the lopal chairman 
of the Conservation Division in or 
ganizing the workers who are goln^' 
to undertake the distribution of tliose 
cards. 

".Mrs. Morris (iiffvrd, as head of the 
Conservallim Division, call!-, for the 
assistance of Iwenl'y women williu!; to 
do their patriotic part in this move- 
ment, liy visilinK these comities in 
the inleicst of the organization. It is 
proposed that they shall spend from 
one to two days In ilie comity seats, 
passing from one county to another, 
and the request Is for women who 
have had educational advantages and 
who feel that they can assist in pre 
paring the organization. Those wo- 
men win be vol^pteerB, but their trav- 
eling and living expenses will be paid 
by the Food Administration while they 
are on the work.

EFFORTS MADE TO 

REDUCE ACCIDENTS 

a*renm«M Bnraau of KIms Kaket 
BeeomMRtjfaUon to Police Md 
TnHe Departmwti ef 
Cities. 

Washington, D, C, September 26 — 
Alarmed at the Incre^slnp; ininilier of 
trnlllc accidents In the streets of Ilic 
his American cilies, the Hnreaii of 
nines. Department of the Interior, has 
sent lo the police! anlhorilies of these 
cities the plans and specifications for 
an improved safety device, which It Is 
hoped will minimize the preBent ser- 
ious loss of llife and reduce the great 
amount of property damage due to 
collisions from either careless driv- 
ing or skidding of automobiles. The 
device consists of a so-called "safety 
beacon" placed as a guide to traffic in 
the center of the interse<ftlon8 of 
streets. The device has a concrete 
base with an iron casting, easily dis- 
tinguished by Its color In the day time 
and made conspicuous at night by a 
red lamp which will gleam through 
not more than twelve InchesnGKQJ 
the bars of the iron casting. Being 
not more than Iwelve iiulies high, the 
"safety heacon" will he ilircctly In the 
line of vision of the auto driver In- 
stead of In the air at an elevation 
where It frequently Is not seen. It has 
the additional advantage that If an. 
automobile runs or skids into the de- 
vice, the casting will be lifted from 
Its base and i^oved forward, minimiz- 
ing greatly and serious consequence.^ 
and at the same time not inviting wil- 
ful or deliberate attempts to run over 
It, 

The Bureau of Mines Is not primar- 
ily inlerested_^ln street accideiils. Its 
task hcing to look after the safety of 
more than a million miners, the great 
majority <if whom work under ground. 
In its work, however, the hnreiiu em- 
ploys a large staff of safety experts, 
one of whom Is Otto H. Mohr, In 
charge of Illuminating engineering 
Investigations. Mr. Miohr evolved this 
safety device for the streets, and It 
has received such favorable comment 
from safety engineers that Van H. 
.Manning, Director of the bureau, de- 
termined to see that every big city 
In the country should be supplied with 
blueprints and a complete description 
of the device. The device was tried 
out in Chicago and the city authorities 
decided at once to adopt it. Wash- 
Ingl-on. too. is to use this improved 
safely device and is having the first 
"safely heai-on" hnill. In order to 
•eaiiilain the light at night, it is ne- 
cessary to provide a condnll under the 
street from the curb to the center. 

This device is expected to do away 
vlth the warning ll^hts on lamp- 
posts on curbs at the street Instruc- 
tions. The latter method of lUumlnnt- 
'ng the street Intersections has result- 
ed In many serious accidents resulting 
In injury and death to the occupants 
of moving vehicles who happen to col- 
lide with these lamp posts.
